Formalin Has Not 
Been Tampered With 


It now turns out that the report 
about the, formaldehyde being tam- 
pered with by alien enemies is only 
another of the many scares which are 
periodically pulled off. 

A five days test of seed treated 
with the supposed poisoned formalde- 
hyde taken from 25 points in the 
province; shows seed of high german- 
ation and strong vitality. Also 19 
chemical tests all indicate that the 
formaldehyde has not been tampered 
with as supposed, 

This means that all danger from 
pootment of grain with formalin is 
now removed and farmers may pro- 
~ ut Lo prepare their grain for plant- 
ing. 
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dustries. The calling out‘ of men of 
other ages under’ the proposed order-

In the meantime the Military Ser- 
vice Act will continue in operation as 
to all other men in class one, and as 
regards other classes under the act, 
The men of 19 will be required to reg- 
ister without delay. Every effort shall 
be made to speed up the work of the 
tribunals and appeal courts in dealing 
with the balance of exemption claims 
ouiside, of course, of the men called 
out under the new order. 

In order that the government may 
have full power to deal with the situ- 
ation as it may develop from time to 
time, parliament is asked to approve 
of the governor-in-council being given 
the necessary authority, to call out the 
men of any age in any class under the 
Military Service Act and to abolish 
all exemptions in the ease of any class 
socalled. . 

The order-in-council not only makes 
all young men now 19° years of age 
subject to the provisions of the Mili- 
tary Service Act, but also all other 
young men as aud when they attain 
19 years of age. 

‘he order removes the” exemption 
now enjoyed by officers and men who 
have served in the expeditionary force 
but who did not proceed further than 
Great Britain and have since returned 
to Canada and been discharged. ‘They 
will be required to serve if physically 
fit when their class is calied. 

Certain treaties are now under ne- 
gotiations with foreign governments 
under which citizens of suchgovern- 
ments resident in Canada may. be 
made liable to military’ service. 
Where any such treaty is concluded 
the order-in-cOuntil gives the govern- 
ment the power to call out the citizens 
of such country for service as mem- 
bers of the Canadian expeditionary 
force, in the same manner as British 
subjects,

FUEL QUESTION. 

It is none too soon to take 
thought as to the means for 
keeping “warm next winter. 
Lack of foresight in the matter 
of securing fuel caused much 
léss, suffering and inconvenience

From the nature of the situation 
there can be no assurance of an 
adequate supply of coal coming 
from the United States. At the 
game time, the mines “of Nova 
Scotia are facing a probable fall- 
ing off in production for this 
year, coupled with a marked in- 
crease in vonsumption in the 
Maritime Provinces.

If figures could be se- 
cured as to the amount of good 
fuel, such as old lumber, boxes, 
barrels, chips, etc., which are 
annually burned in bon fires 
during the spring cleaning sea- 
son, in these two centres, we are 
sure they would be astonishing. 
Now each farmer in the sur- 
rounding country has some 
friend or friends in town and it 
has occurred to us that if both
